As you are aware, the Ontario Waste Management Corporation is 
currently involved in selecting both a site and facilities to 
treat and dispose of the province's industrial hazardous 
wastes. At the same time, we have embarked on a program to 
help industry find ways to reduce, reuse, recycle and recover 
useful materials from the special wastes it generates. 


Waste reduction is an important element for an overall waste 
management system for Ontario. Over the past year, OWMC has 
taken three steps toward developing its waste reduction 
program. Earlier this year, we entered into an agreement 
with the Ontario Research Foundation to establish the Ontario 
Waste Exchange, a program aimed at actively pursuing waste 
exchange opportunities within this province. In April of 
this year, we hired a Manager of Waste Reduction, 

Mr. Ken Bradley, to spearhead our efforts in waste reduction. 
And finally, we commissioned a report to examine the barriers 
which currently inhibit waste reduction in Ontario. This 
report was produced by Resource Integration Systems Ltd. and 
Victor & Burrell Research. Printing the report has taken us 
longer than we expected but I'm now pleased to be able to 
send you a copyit 

In the months ahead, we will be reviewing the recommendations 
contained in this report, in conjunction with the program 

Ken Bradley is now developing. We would be pleased to hear 
your comments about this report and about waste reduction in 
general. Please feel free to give Ken a call on this 
subject.

We are solicitors for Rogers Telecommunications Limited, the owners 
of the lands to the west of the Matthews' Group lands. 


We have received a copy of the Planning Department's report to 
the Planning Committee dated November 27th, 1984. At page 8 and 
9 of that report Planning Staff has addressed the issue of the 
outstanding long-standing lack of resolution of location of the 
parks and schools in the Dundas-Fairview Residential District. 
In the report dated November 27th, 1984, it is suggested that 
"it is likely that such consultative process will take a long 
time to complete” and it is then recommended that a portion of 
the Matthews development be approved. This approval is presumably 
made on the basis that it will not jeopardize the subsequent 
resolution of the parks/schools issue. 


However, it is out client's position that there has been ample 
opportunity for all parties concerned to reach an agreement on 
schools and parks. We cannot assure our clients that allowing 

a major portion of development to go forward at this point will 
not jeopardize the principles of planning and the company's 
ultimate interest in the development of these lands. 


In the Planning Department's report dated June 21st, 1984, Mr.
